leged Alas? r. conspiracy to control the 
copper an i t oal output. 
After giving a history of the ex­ 
ploiting of the Alaska gold mines by 
Washington politicians. Collier's says: 
“It is common knowledge through­ 
out Alaska and the west generally that 
the Morgan interests are allied with 
the Guggenheim mining interests, and 
that the same financial forces are al­ 
lied with the Hill railroad interests. 
In the confession of S. A. D. fluter, 
king of the Oregon land fraud ring, 
convicted by Honey, Puter charged 
that during Ballinger’s short term as 
commissioner of the general land of­ 
fice. Northern Pacific land patents by 
the wholesale were issued. 
Ile also 
stated that the general land office, un­ 
der the Ballinger and Dennett admin 
(Stratton, shut its eyes to glaring land 
frauds in Oregon. 
“As far back aa Aug. 13, 1907. Spe^ 
cia! Agent Horace T. Jones reported 
to Richard A. Ballinger, commissioner 
of the genet al land office: 'From the 
talk of different attorneys and indi­ 
viduals interested in the Alaska coal 
lands, I feel that the disposal of the 
lands all tends toward one direction, 
and that is: the Guggenheim com­ 
panies. The papers here in Portland, 
Ore., are full of the news that tb^ Gug- 
genhelms are constructing 
railroads 
near Katalla. Alaska, for the purpose 
of taking out the oil. minerals, etc., 
and there is an advertisement In the 
said papers for the employment of 
2000 men to go to Katalla. Alaska, and 
work for the Guggenheims.’ 
Katalla 
is the location of the Cunningham 
claims. Under date of December. 1907 
Cunningham’s books show- the rec* ipt 
of $1359.60. with this notation 
The 
above sum was received from Daniel 
Guggenheim (head of the Guggenheim 
syndicate), in full for expenses in­ 
curred on account of the examination 
of coal lands on his account.’ 
“We have in a former article re­ 
ferred to the fact that Commissioner 
Ballinger appeared before the house 
committee on public lands and urged 
the passage of the Cals bill. which, 
had It passed, would have m a d e the 
Cunningham claims legal. With Bal­ 
linger there appeared one Donald R. 
McKenxie. 
“In October. 1908. In Portland. Ore.— 
after Ballinger had ceased all connec­ 
tion XA !tb the land office, and while* the 
presidential campaign was on- Bal­ 
linger spoke to Glavis of the difficulty 
of raising campaign funds. 
He told 
Glavis that some of the Cunningham 
claimants had 
contributed freely in 
previous campaigns, but were* unwil­ 
ling to do so at that time on account 
of the investigation of their claims 
and urged Clavis not to prosecute his 
investigations further until after elec 
tlon. 
“In his written report to President 
Taft at Beverly. Glavis stated that a 
number of the Alaska coal claimants 
‘are men prominent in the state of 
Washington, and m a n y of them are 
personal friends of Mr. Ballinger.* 


Ballinger and Heyburn. 


“Clarence Cunningham lived at Wal­ 
lace. Idaho, at the time he first be­ 
came interested in the Cunningham 
claims. 
Wallace is the chief town of 
the Coeur d’Alene mining region. By 
a sort of financial manipulation the 
Guggenheims control the lead output 
of the Coeur d’Alenes. Wallace is the 
residence of Senator W. B. Heyburn, 
of Idaho. Cunningham and Heyburn 
ara, and have been for years, friends. 
“Senator Heyburn was. at the time 
of his election to the United State* 
senate, the leading attorney at Wal 
lace for som e of 
the 
large Coeur 
d’Alene mine interests. After the hear­ 
ing on the Tale bill Senator Heyburn, 
on April ?3. 19)8, Introduced in the 
senate an ith er hill which w'ould have 
legalised the Cunningham claims, and 
which would have passed bot for the 
Intervention of Secretary Garfield. In 
Washington 
Heyburn and 
Ballinger 
appear to have acted in concert. In 
our Issue of Aug. 28 last we made ref 
erence to a sort of political partner 
ship between Heyburn and Ballingei 
in certain land matters. It is unlawfu 
for a United States senator to act at 
attorney for persons interested in urg 
lng claims before the departments ai 
Washingion. 
It was for this offense 
that Senator Burton, of Kansas, anc 
Senator Mitchell, of Oregon, were triec 
and convicted. Senator Heyburn wa? 
elected senator from Idaho Jan. 13 
1901. 
In Cunningham’s books, undei 
date of September, 19')3, nine months 
after Heyburn’s election as senator 
there is an entry which reads as fol 
lows: ‘Have agreed with W. B. Hey 
burn. In consideration for hie service* 
aa attorney, to carry him for one clain 
of 160 acres in the coal, fret of cos 
to him, and ha agrees to do all ou 


legal work In procuring titles, etc., 
free of expe nse to us.’ 
“When Cunningham, on Sept. 4. 
1908. made his affidavit, he knew these 
records were in possession of the de­ 
partment officials. Glavis had forward­ 
ed them with a letter calling attention 
to the Heyburn entry. Na, .’ally Cun­ 
ningham. Ballinger and Heyburn, with 
Burton and Mitchell in mind, had a 
terrific st .tie 
In his affidavit, pre­ 
pared by I blinger, Cunningham at­ 
tempted to c plain away many things. 
He quoted a letter from Senator Hey­ 
burn. dated Get. 20. 1905. to himself, in 
which Heyburn declares that he has 
frequently alated to Cunningham that 
he did not desire to be interested in 
the coal i. nds in Alaska, and now 
writes expressly to inform him again 
that he ‘do s not desire to participate 
In. or ba interested in any manner, di­ 
rectly or in iirectly, in acquiring pub 
lie lands.’ Was this letter written after 
Glavis got nosgesBkm of Cunningham’s 
records? And did Heyburn’s withdraw­ 
al as an attorney have anything to do 
with the present employment qf his 
nephew. .UFn P. Gray. of Wallace, ae 
an attorney ’ >r the Cunningham claim­ 
ants?

than sixty days before Ballinger be 
came secretary of the Interior, lf.

Green, who represents another Alaska 
coal syndi'-ne, wrote to John W. Dud­ 
ley. register of the Juneau. Alaska, 
land office: ‘f submitted this scrip to 
Judge Ballinger as my lawyer, and he 
has approved the same, saying It was 
regular In every way, so I bought It 
and paid foi it, and am s i d i n g It for 
ward to you at this time.’ 
“Under late of April 19. 1909 -six 
weeks after Ballinger took the oath of 
office as 
rotary of the interior— 
W alter V. French, of the law firm of 
Allen & French, of Seattle, wrote John 
W. Dudley, register of the Juneau land 
office: ‘Mr. Harriman, whom I repre­ 
sent. has on several occasions taken 
the m atter of sale up with Judge Bal­ 
linger. whose 
firm represented 
the 
purchasers, and with Mr. Hartline, and 
the parties have at all times seemed 
to be in perfect accord.’

“This d is u s e s of the question of 
Ballinger's single employment by one

trations in less than an hour. 
Doctors Are Amazed. 


But when he had concluded and hur­ 
ried from the am phatheater the phy­ 
sicians 
and 
the students who had 
heard hi* story burst into a perfect 
thunder of applause. Some of them 
nibbed their eyes and laughed out­ 
right at the sheer daring and wonder 
of that which they had 
It was 
scarcely to be believed 
that 
such 
things could be. hut they had see n it 
with their own eyes. 
They had seen photographed before 
them patients lying upon the operating 
table, with the surgeon’s keen knife 
piercing their bodices— and laughter 
actually played over the faces of those 
patients. 
Under the influence of Dr. 
Jonnesco’* anesthetic 
these patients 
were undergoing all sorts of opera 
lions while they were In a perfectly 
happy, conscious, comfortable state. 
Their eyes were open Many of them 
were actually watching the surgeon as 
he plied his instruments about their 
vital organs. 
They had apparently felt no pain 
as the anesthetic was being adminis 
tared.

would gradually disappear.

To all male employes who have been 
with the Crittenton company for over 
ten years the testator leaves $5000. to 
be divided according to the salaries 
received by the employe last year. 
Those who have been with the firm 
over five years divide $2000 equally. 
To all the women employes the tesla 
tor leaves $3000 in proportion to their 
salaries.
